The main attack to the east of 


Rheims continued up to 7 o'clock last 
night. The fighting was extremely se- 
vere in the vicinity of Souain and at 
Prunsy, where the Germans captured 
a wood south of the village. 
This, 


however, was an exception, the Ger- 
man attack elsewhere being repulsed 
with heavy losses.

Brilliant Operation in Which 


Americans Ejected Enemy 


on Southern Side of Marne 


Dashing Counter Blow Re- 


sulted in Germans Retiring 


Pell-mell to River 


ON THE 
FRENCH 
FRONT IN 


FRANCE, Monday. July 15 (Night) — 
(By the. Associated Press)—It was a 
brilliant operation in which the Amer- 
ican troops ejected the enemy from the 
positions he hart gained temporarily 
on the southern side of 
the Marne. 


The Americans counter-attacked vig- 
orously this evening with remarkable 
dash, throwing 
the 
Germans 
back 


across the river near Fossoy. 


Earlier in the day this part of the 


line had been the scene of the most 
desperate fighting, when the Germans 
started to throw pontoons across the 
stream. A fo\v German elements at 
first succeeded in getting over in boats, 
chasing the allied troops away from 
the banks while the German engineers 
began to lay he bridges. Six of these 
budges formed a lattice work and rap- 
idly joined the banks on either side. 
Two were most substantial structures 
and between i'O and 30 feet in width. 
French airplanes played great havoc 


in the German ranks while the bridges 
were under construction. One bomb- 
ins squadron flying at a height of IOC 
metres, dropped bombs on two bridges 
while the enemy troops were crossing. 
The bridges were broken and the sol- 
diers thrown into, the river. 
The aviators constantly bombed the 


other bridges and did great execution 
among the Germans on the bridges ns 
well as on the banks, where the enemy 
was concentrated in great masses. 
When the Germans had crossed the 


river the fighting which already was 
heavy, became terrific. 
The French 


and Americans, holding the southern 
side, fell back on their principal com- 
bat positions. 
They fought all the 


•way and counter-attacked occasionally 


] creating confusion in tho ranks of the 
advancing foe. 
Then late in the evening, the Ameri- 


cans started a dashing counter blow 
which resulted in tho Germans retir- 
ing pell-mell to the river.

"In this region the French have tak-

The action of the'constitutional con- 


vention in adopting a provision " In 
favor of biennial elections will, we be- 
lieve, meet very general approval. 


The arguments in favor of the long- 


er term are very numerous and con- 
vincing. In the first place, the expense 
of yearly elections and the waste of 
time and 
political turmoil will be 


avoided. It has also been demonstrat- 
ed, where the system has been in 
force, that more capable men run fpr 
office under the two-year than under 
the one-year term. As a.result, the 
legislative work accomplished is said 
to be much better than that which is 
done by the legislators elected annual- 
ly and who necessarily do everything 
in a rush. 


If we are to regard the experience 


of other states, the arguments favor- 
ing biennial elections would seem to be 
overwhelming. 
The men elected for 


two years, even though they be not 
re-elected, will be more independent 
of the various interests that try to 
influence legislation. For this reason 
we should expect that the 
change 


would result in less venality than has 
formally existed in connection with 
our legislative bodies, . We .dp not be-, 
lieve that any single act of the con- 
stitutional convention will meet more 
general approval with the .voters of the 
state, than will that providing for state 
elections once in two years.

After the state and nation

half. It is that of putting to work all 
the physically fit men now serving 
sentences in prison, in some employ- 
ment that will help at least in their 
own support. When the state and 
nation are putting forth their utmost 
efforts .in conserving food and promot- 
ing efficiency at all points, it is highly 
aggravating to think that men who are 
well able to earn a living, have to be 
supported by the county or the state 
because of their unwillingness to obey 
the law.

Last year a total of 18,253 men were 


committed to the county prisons in 
this state. Many of these men are 
physical wrecks, due to drunkenness. 
They spend most of their time in 
prison. It would go far towards re- 
habilitating them to take them to a 
lumber camp or a large farm and there 
compel them to work. This matter of 
compelling prisoners to work so as to 
release other men for the war indus- 
tries, is one that should be looked 
into very carefully by the 
officials

BOSTON, July 16.—"I do not think 


there is cause for particular alarm 
over the hard coal situation," declared 
James J. Storrow, federal fuel admin- 
istrator for New England, upon his 
return from Washington, yesterday, 
when asked to comment 'upon the re- 
cent orde> of the Boston fuel commit- 
tee restricting the use of coal for 
heating purposes. 


"The problem is one that is squarely 


up to the domestic consumer. 


"Proper conservation of the promised 


allotment to Massachusetts of anthra- 
cite coal for household use should en- 
able us to get through the cold months 
of the fall, winter and spring without 
detriment to health, or much, if aliy, 
hardship. 


"Of course we do not know whether 


we are going to get all the hard coal 
which has been promised by the an- 
thracite committee of the United States 
fuel administration. I can sympathize 
with Chairman David a Ellis and the 
other members of the Boston fuel com- 
mittee, who have visualised the situ- 
ation at its possible worst and recom- 
mended that householders, wherever 
possible, take prompt measures to lay 
in a stock of wood.

for 6,640,000 tons of hard coal for do- 
mestic use in the coal year beginning 
April 1st, or an increase of about IS 
per cent over what we have had for 
the last two years.

FIXING THE PRICE OF WHEAT 
In view of the strong movement by 


which it was intended to have con- 
gress fix S2.40 per bushel as a mini- 
mum price for wheat, it must have 
required considerable courage on the 
part of President Wilson to veto the 
measure framed to attain that end. 


The president ho.d expressed his op- 


position to this movement as uncalled 
for and likely to boost the cost of liv- 
ing still higher. It has been estimated 
that had the measure become law, it 
would bring a clear profit of nearly 
$400,000,000 to the wheat producers of 
the country. It would add $2.00 a 
barrel to the price of flour at the mill, 
with a possibility of even greater ad- 
vances later on. It would also cause 
an increase in the price of wheat in 
Canada and it would raise the selling 
price of this commodity to the Allies, 
to whom we are pledged to sell as 
much wheat as possible during the 
war. 


Had the president signed this meas- 


ure he might justly be classed as sid- 
ing with one of the greatest, profiteer- 
ing movements projected since 
the 


opening of the war. 


President Wilson has thus far kept 


his hands clean as between conflicting 
interests, standing firmly for what he 
believes to be right and in the dis- 
charge of his patriotic duty and the 
heavy responsibilities resting upon his 
shoulders. 


For the present, therefore, the wheat 


growers will have to depend for their 
profits upon the laws of supply and 
demand which will undoubtedly give 
them all tho opportunities to which 
they are entitled for getting full value 
for their products.

The 
response has been very gratifying to^ 
me and most of them have appointed^ 
factory fuel committees in their plants, 
whose duty it is to keep up a persist- 
ent campaign to save steam coal in 
the.se factories.

him brings oui the necessity for

strictest carefulness in 
handling

inflammable material so that the dan- 
eer of fire may be kept at a minimum. 


Lieut. Cunningham's explanation of 


the fire hazard arising from gasoline 
is particularly interesting. 
He says: 


"Gasoline, like kerosene is 
derived 


from crude oil petroleum nut 
is 
far 


more volatile, that is. if you put it in 
an open dish it will dry up after a 
while because it slowly changes into 
an invisible gas and disappears or va- 
porizes very quickly. 


"Gasoline vapor is extremely dan- 


gerous; it rises in the atmosphere but 
sinks slowly to the ground. Sometimes 
it will settle to the floor of 
a room 


and flow along like the water 
of a 


stream, filling every hole and crevice 
that it can find and remaining there 
for days. 
In changing 
into vapor, 


gasoline expands so enormously that 
one gallon will 
produce 
SOOO cubic 


feet of gas, which means that a tank 20 
feet square would be required to hold 
it. 


"When this gas is mixed with air it 


becomes an explosive much more pow- 
erful than dynamite and much more 
easy to set afire. 
Perhaps you have 
seen men engaged 
in 
blasting 
and 
have noticed how the 
small yellow 


sticks of dynamite will tear a solid 
rock to pieces. Who would be foolish 
enough 
to 
leave 
dynamite 
lying 


around? Yet it would take 83 pounds 
to do as much damage as the vapor 
from one gallon of gasoline and peo- 
ple often handle gasoline in a careless 
manner just as though it were harm- 
less. That is why there are BO many 
accidents from Its use. 


"Take, for ejample, the us» of gaso- 
line for cleaning purposes. 
It may 


seem a great convenience that we can 
so easily clean our clothes and gloves 
with gasoline, but it is an extremely 
dangerous practice and one which l,as 
caused great loss of life and property. 
The fumes of gasoline spread out in 
all directions and if they came in con- 
tact with a flame or spark, an explo- 
sion instantly takes place with a re- 
sulting flash of flame that sets fire to 
whatever 
inflammable 
matter 
It 


touches. 


"Sparks sometimes are . caused by 


the friction of rubbing gloves together 
while cleaning them and one may read- 


ily se« countless'other opportunities 
for gasoline vapor to become Ignited 
and explode. 
.. "When you realize that 
five cents 


worth of gasoline is sufficient to blow 
up an ordinary house, you can realize 
the necessity of keeping it in .proper 
receptacles, such as safety cans. 


"Should one bo so unfortunate as t 


have a gasoline or kerosene firo occu 
in a garage or house, it is foolish t 
pour water on It as water will sprea 
the flames. 
Earth or sand may 
b 


thrown upon the fire to smother I 
although the use of a chemical cxtin 
guisher is even better. 
Sometimes ; 


woolen rug or a coat thrown over th 
fire will put it out instantly, but then 
should be a chemical extinguisher h 
every garage.

hing to do Is to keep gasoline In a 
place where it can do no harm."

reports that Lieut. Resaldo 
of the 


Spanish navy, who was in command 
at Palamos, has been arrested. The

ficers to investigate allegations that 
the officer was won over by German 
agents.

submarine was only 500 yards off 
shore. in the harbor at the time it 
fired the torpedo, and that the com- 
mander of the Provence did not de- 
fend his vessel for fear of sending 
shots into the town, as the U-boat 
was between his vessel and the shore.

AMSTERDAM, July 16.— Baron von. 


Burian, the Austro-Hungarian for- 
eign minister, in a note addressed to 
the Austrian and Hungarian premiers 
is quoted in a despatch from Vienna 
as saying: 


"There is hardJy any difference be- 


tween the general principles enunci- 
ated by the statesmen of both belli- 
gerents. President Wilson's four new 
points of July 4, shall not, apart 
from certain 
exaggerations, 
arouse 


our opposition. 


"The enemy's obstinacy 
regarding 


his territorial 
demands 
concerning 


Alsace-Lorraine, 
Trieste, 
Trentino 


and the German colonies appears to 
be insurmountable." 


In his reference to -President Wil- 


son's four new points in his July 4th 
speech Baron Burian said he was 
able to approve of them heartily and

Baron Burian said none of the bel- 


ligerent states need ever conie into 
the position reached by Russia and 
Rumania.

and restitution, then -this is a claim

ON THE 
FRENCH FRONT 
IN 


FEA.XC'E, Monday. July -13 (VN'ight) — 
(By the Associated Press)-! t was a 
"brilliant operation in which the Amer- 
ican troops ejected the enemy from the 
positions he had gained temporarily 
on the southern side of . the JIarne. 
The Americans counter-attacked vig- 
orously this evening with remarkable 
,dash, throwing the 
Germans 
back 


across the river near Fossoy. 


Earlier in the day this part of the 


line had been the scene of the most 
desperate fighting, when the Germans 
started to, throw pontoons across the 
stream. A few German elements at 
-firsrsuceeeaed-nrgetting over in boats. 
chasing the allied troops away from 
the banks while the German .engineers 
began to lay he bridges. Six of these 
bridges formed a lattice work and rap- 
idly joined ihe banks on either side. 
Two were most substantial structures 
and between 20 and 30 feet in width. 


French airplanes played great havoc 


in the German ranks while the bridges 
were under construction. One ooinb- 
ing squadron flying at a height o( -00 
metres, dropped bombs on two bridges 
while the enemy troops were crossing. 
The bridges were broken and the sol- 
diers thrown into the river. 
The aviators 'constantly bombed tne 


other bridges and did great execution 
among the Germans on the bridges as 
well as on the banks, where the enemy 
was concentrated in great masses. 


When the Germans had crossed the 


river the fighting which already was 
heavy, became terriflc. 
The French 


and Americans, holding the 
southern 


side fell back on their principal com- 


creating confuston in the ranks of the 
advancing foe. . 
Then late In tin* evening, the Ameri- 


cans started a, dashing- counter blow 
which resulted iin the Germans retir- 
ing pell-mell to the river.

Last year a total of 18,252 men were 
ommitted to the county prisons In 
his state. Many of these men are 
hysical wrecks, due to drunkenness.

It would go far towards re- 
habilitating them to take them to a 
umber camp or a large farm and there 
ompel them to work. This matter of 
ompelling prisoners to work so as to 
elease other men for the war indus-

The Washington Park public market, 


located at the 
lower 
junction 
of 


Branch and Middlesex streets, is doing 
a rushing business this summer. This 
market, which opened up for business 
June 1, is run under the auspices of 
the Lowell Market Gardeners 
and 


Fruit Growers' Association, Incorpor- 
ated. 


This famous old baseball park is 


now giving service to the public, but 
n a different form than in the days 
of old. The old grandstand has been 
made over into a long shed, which is 
sub-divided into over a dozen booths 
or stalls, each of which are leased to 
:he different farmers at a minimum 
cost per year. The field space is also 
et to those who need wagon space for 
their produce, at 25 cents per day. 


Between a dozen and 40-odd farmers 


bring their produce here, by wagon or 
motor truck, where it is for sale to 
the markets and stores of the city 
at all times of the day, the busiest 
time, of course, being in the early 
morning, 
between 5 and 
S o'clock, 


when most of the deliveries are made. 
For those stores who find themselves 
unable to send a conveyance In which 
o get their supplies, the 
association 


teeps one man always at the grounds, 
who will deliver their produce to them 
at a nominal cost. 
The object of this market, as will be 


readily seen, is to save time for the 
producers and consumers hy centraliz- 
ng the buying process at one spot, 
:hus doing away with the old methods 
whereby each individual farmer had to 
start early and make the rounds of the 
different stores, thus causing delay and

BOSTON, July 16.—"I do not think 


there is cause for particular alarm 
over the hard coal situation," declared 
James J. Storrow, federal fuel admin- 
istrator for New England, upon his 
return from "Washington, 
yesterday, 


when asked to comment upon the re- 
cent order of the Boston fuel commit- 
tee restricting the use of coal for 
heating purposes. 


"The 
problem is one that is squarely 


up to the domestic consumer. 


"Proper conservation of the promised 


allotment) to Massachusetts of anthra- 
cite coal for household uSe should en- 
able us to set through the cold months 
of the fall, winter and spring without 
detriment to health, or much, if any, 
hardship. 


"Of course we do not know •whether 


we are going to get all the hard coal 
which has been promised by the an- 
thracite committee of the United States 
f.uel administration. I can sympathize 
with Chairman David a Ellis and the 
»ther members of the Boston fuel com- 
mittee, who have visualized the situ- 
ation at its possible worst and recom- 
mended that householders, wherever 
possible, take prompt measures to lay 
in a stock of wood. 


"I asked the anthracite committee 


for 6,640,000 tons of hard coal for do- 
mestic use in the coal year beginning 
April 1st, or an Increase of about IS 
per cent over what we have had for 
the last two years. 
The committee 


alloted us 6,220,000 tons. This allot- 
ment1 is 600,000 more tons or about 10 
per cent more coal than we had a year 
ago. 


"In April and May, which are two 


of the best months of the coal year, 
the anthracite came into New England 
slowly and the anthracite committee, 
which has complete control over the 
production and distribution of the hard 
coal, received an urgent appeal from 
the New England state administrators 
to do something to 
expedite ship- 


ments. 


"As a result of this appeal, the an- 


thracite committee agreed not ,only 
t0 haul into New England In June and 
the following months the coal that 
ought to come up here in the ifine sum- 
mer weather, but furthermore to make 
up for the falling- behind in April and 
May. 'Last month the anthracite commit- 
tee promised to get to New England 
1,250,000 tons of hard coal and I am 
glad to say that it made good and de- 
livered the coal. 
Massachusetts, of 


course, got her proportionate share. 


tine Satisfactory Month 
'^June was a satisfactory month, but 


whether it will keep up at that rate 
'or the rest of the summer is for the 
Aiture to determine. 
By the first of 


October enough coal will have been 
running: so that we will know where 
we stand. 


"If the coal is running well, I as- 


sume that the order of the Boston 
fuel committee, which was expressly 
not fixed for any 
definite period 
of 


time, will be modified. 
To date I am 


nclined to think we have been very 
fairly treated. 


'I have asked our 
Massachusetts 


manufacturers to save 20 per cent of 
:he steam coal burned in their factor- 
es by imp-roved methods of production 
and use of light, heat and power. The 
response has been very gratifying to 
me and most of them have appointed 
factory fuel committees in their plants, 
whose duty it is to keep up a persist- 
ent campaign to save stea.m coal in 
these factories. 


"Proper frugality of hard coal con- 


sximption by the 
domestic consumer 


should effect a saving of not less than 
20 per cent., in my opinion, and that 
would be plenty to tide us over next 
winter with no discomfort whatever. 


"Much of the saving can be made in 


the home hy the use of storm 
win-

It has 


ade its record as a herring assister 


and they claim it will do the

with 'salmon as the fishway is intend- 
ed for all kinds of fish. 


That Lowell and Lawrence are to 


tiave fishv/ays to assist 
the 
salmon 


over the falls in order that they may 
reach 
their 
spawning 
grounds 
is 


due, in big measure, to 
the 
Lowell 


Fish and Game association. The fish 
and game commission, up to within a 
year or two, held to the opinion that 
salmon would not live in the Merri- 
mack river because of 
its 
pollution. 


But President Harris and^ other mem- 
aers of the Lowell Fish and (Same as- 
sociation succeeded in convincing the 
commission that salmon

We beg to acknowledge the receipt 


of your letter of July 1, notifying ns 
that the allotment of anthracite coal 
for 'Lowell for the current year. April. 
101S, to March, 1919, inclusive, is 120,- 
000 net tons. 


We understand from your Tetter that 
while the allotment for Massachusetts 
is determined by the United States fuel 
administration still the allotment to 
the different communities in Massachu- 
setts is "within your jurisdiction. We 
wish, therefore, to call your attention 
to the fact that Lowell has at the 
present time a population of about 
125,000 people with every probability 
of increasing to 130.000 by mid-winter, 
and at the same time the a,verage pop- 
ulation in Lowell for the year 1017-iS 
was not more than 120.000 and for the 
year 1916-17 about 116.000. 


The United States government has 


now 
appropriated 
$1,000,000 
with 


which they intend to build about 300 
hew houses in Lowell during this year 
of 1918. In other words the ordinary 
requirements of anthracite 
coal 
for 


Lowell will ha\re increased in the last 
two years approximately ten per cent. 


We are informed that this condition

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18—Cam- 


mentlng on an Interview with former 
Lieut. Gov. Barry of Massachusetts who 
la In the city this week, the Washing- 
ton Post sayt: 


"Former Lieut. Gov. Barry of Mas- 


sachusetts, used to be a newspaper re- 
porter, and If he ever gets out of 
politics and public life he will prob- 
ably go back to that work. Mr. Barry 
got a scoop on one occasion that made 
him famous. His specialty was doins 
sports, particularly fights, and it was 
in giving to the world the only re- 
port of the Carney-McAuliffe fight at 
Revere beach, Mass., that Barry made 
a name for himself and quite a com- 
fortable stake besides. 


"The 
Carney-McAuliffe fight was 


pulled off in secret at Revere ,beach 
before only a few spectators," said Mr. 
Barry at the Washington. "All Bos- 
ton knew that the fight was going to 
take place, but few were in the secret 
of where it was to be held. I sot the 
tip and I was one of the privileged. The 
other spectators paid something like 
$1000 each tojee it. The moment the 
fight was over I beat it for Boston 
and turned in my story. 
The battle 


lasted 72 rounds and it was declared 
a draw, but Jack McAuliffe, in my 
judgment, had all' the best of. it. 
[t 


was a furious fight from the start. 
Both men stripped at 133 pounds. They 
fought with skin gloves and it was a 
bloody scrap from the beginning. The 
Englishman, Carney, had a little more 
punch than McAuliffe. but the latter 
was much the cleverer in his sparring 
and with his foot work. He was, in- 
deed, about'' the' most scientific fighter 
I ever saw. McAuliffe was able to hit 
Carney 
wherever 
and 
whenever he 


pleased, but his blows didn't hurt much.

row front. At both these points the 
French initiated strong counter-attacks 
during the morning. 


On the front west of Rheims the 


Germans had rather more success, but 
the only important gain to their credit 
for the morning's work was the cross- 
ing of the Marne and a zone little more 
than a mile beyond on a front of about 
10 miles. The Marne in this district 
s only a small river; it is shallow and 
can easily be crossed in the' early 
•Horning mists. Its loss to .the allies, 
however, deprives them of - a .fairly 
valuable defensive landmark. 
The battle began with a wholesale 


jombardment inaugurated about mid- 
light along the whole front from Cha- 
teau-Thierry to Massiges except for a 
narrow sector around Rheims. 
This 


ntensifiefl bombardment of the French 
ines, with the usual accompaniment of 
rench mortars by the thousands,. Was 
also reinforced by a long-range bom- 
bardment of the bank areas on a scale 
greater than ever heretofore attempted, 


The bombardment lasted until 4.30 


I'clock. Then came the attack, launch- 
ed at dawn under the cover of the 
morning mists which are particularly 
heavy in the Marne valley. The French 
communications,

maintained throughout

and news of German penetrations here 
ind there came through promptly to 
he general staff, enabling proper dis- 
positions o£ the reserves to be made 
•apiclly and accurately. 
The general view of the men who 


vatched the progress of the battle from 
ifar was that the Germans have .lost 
iome of their punch, for nowhere did 
he present attack gain the sweeping 
mccess which their previous efforts

mans made their most important gain 
hey have not reached the high ground 
iouth of the Marne which is strategic- 
ally very important. 


In their previous attacks the Ger-

Marne between F-euilly and Dormans, 
hut al no point on this 25 mile front 
has the enemy penetrated more than 
four miles into the French positions.
